He was in 
Cleveland to address the 
National Newspaper Pub- 
lishers Association (black 
publishers) at noon, and 
on to Youngstown in an ef-

in that critically jobless 


area. 
However, his chief aide, 
Tom Moyer hosted the 


delegation who peppered 
him with -a barrage of 
questions relating to State 


government. 
Moyer apologized for 
Rhodes absence, ex- 


plaining that he had hoped 
to return in time to keep 
his appointment, but was 
delayed by the Young- 
stown conference. 

Unlike the experience 
encountered by Joan 
Rankin of Cincinnati who 
was elected as the first 
black Buckeye Girls State 
governor in 1949, Iris ap- 
parently was warmly ac- 
cepted by the delegates 
and officials of the 
auxiliary. 

Rankin, (now Mrs. Wil-

The program had been 
committed to finding jobs 
with Buckeye Federal or 
other financial institutions 
and the job market dried 
up and Buckeye Federal 
could not afford to take on 
aii the students. 

Karen says she doesn't 
feel any discrimination 
from being a_ black 
business woman. She says 
feels Buckeye Federal has 
been good to her as she 
has been good to them 
‘although she would like to 
see more black men and 
women in management 
positions. 

A problem that frequen- 
tly arises is that “a lot of 
men resent a woman being 
in charge, she said. As an 
example, she noted that 
when she approached a 
male customer who was 
arguing with a teller, he 
demanded to see the 
manager. When told that | 
was the manager, he was 

visibly shocked she ex- 
' plained. 

In nine years with 
Buckeye Federal she has 
had only two people refuse 

“to Nave her walt on them 
because of her color. 


“That's their problem not 
mine,” she said. 

Karen and her husband 
Bob, an employee of 


Buckeye Steel reside in 
The Groveport-Madison 
area with their four 
children, a three-month-old 
son and three daughters.

‘The study, which isthe first major 
review of black achievements in 
American society since Gunnar Myr- 
dal's classic, An American Dilemma, 
appeared in 1942, collected original 
data in the key areas of American 
life: employment, education, housing 
and health care. PROTEST, 
POLITICS AND PROSPERITY 
analyzes the gains made by blacks in 
these areas, and reveals that 
progress has been dependent on a 
crucial interplay of a militant con- 
stituency, enforceable legal sanc- 
tions, and ‘a general condition of 
economic prosperity. 

Discussing the widespread 
changes that have come about since 
the 40’s when segregation was 
widely mandated by law, PROTEST, 
POLITICS AND PROSPERITY notes 
that “the sweeping gains in 
American levels of living since 1940 


have improved the condition of 


blacks and whites alike. White 
Americans, under these circumstan- 
ces, have become increasingly 
tolerant.”

* The movement of blacks from 
lower-paying into higher-paying jobs 
has slowed since the -70’s. Steady 
decrease in the proportion of low- 
income black families halted in 1969 
and has not improved since then. 

* Blacks in 1974 constituted one- 
third of all Americans living below 
the official poverty line; 4 out of 10 
black children were raised in poverty 
as against 1 in 10 white children.

science in black progress, the-study 
contends that the major advances of 
progress for black Americans have 
resulted primarily from black protest; 
and since “depending too much on 
the economy to reduce the disparity 
between the races leaves black 
Americans vulnerable to the kind of 
progress that quickly vanishes in 
hard times,” protest is the single 
most—importantlever in-—bringing 
about further advancement. 

The study concludes that there is 
no room for a lessening. of the 
vigilance necessary to effect positive 
change. What is crucially needed is a 
re-grouping, on the part of black and 
white Americans, of those efforts 
which characterized the civil rights 
movement of the 60's, coupled with a 


total national commitment to the 
values of social and economic 
equality.

COLD WAR 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — We are 
seriously concerned about the recent 
developments on the continent of 
Africa and with the dramatic shift 
which appears to have taken place in 
the Carter Administration's Africa 
policy. Our concern arises from 
recent Administration attempts. to 
reintroduce an East-West confron- 
tation over the invasion of the Shaba 
province of Zaire, despite an initial 
commitment by President Carter to 


end a cold war-oriented policy on the 


African continent. 


We hope that the Administration 
will not overreact in this particular in- 
stance, since knowledgeable obser- 
vers of the region have long 
recognized the multitude of causes 
to which the Katangese rebels have 
lent their support as well as the 
diverse sources: of assistance for 
their grievances. It is our firm conyic- 
tion that-as long as local political 
solutions are not found, conditions in. 
that region will lend themselves to 
the intervention of outside forces. 
The crisis in Zaire should not permit 
the Administration to divert its atten- 
tion trot two” issues~of paramount 
importance to. Africa — first, the 
search for a rapid and just solution to 
the problem of white minority rule in 
Zimbabwe and South Africa, and 


second, the quest for economic 
development and national in- 
tegratiort. 


At the same time, we should note 
that tactics recently employed by the 
European powers in the Zaire crisis 
are reminiscent of colonial and neo- 
colonial ventures. They could set a 
dangerous precedent for future con- 
flict peocmtipe on’ the continent of 
Africa and, in particular, in meager e 

. Moreover, the promotion o 
Pert sponsored_ and backed 
military force in Africa is potentially 
divisive ‘and, in our opinion, should 
not be undertaken without a specific

request from the Organization of locate. in inner city depressed areas 


Africa Unity (OAU). 


We reaffirm our belief that U.S. 
policy toward Africa should be based 
on mutual respect, recognition of the 
rights of. self-determination for all 
African peoples, and support for 
those peoples seeking majority rule. 
We are convinced that increased 
economic and technical assistance 
provides the best means for assuring 
constructive and lasting ‘relations 
between the United States and the 
nations of Africa. 


In. light of these beliefs, our con- 
cern is that a permanent solution be 
found to the causes of regional in- 
stability which led to the crisis in 
Zaire. Any OAU-endorsed peace- 
keeping force should be seen as a 
temporary solution. Just as inter- 
national financial institutions have 
imposed certain requirements for 
loans to the government of Zaire, we 
urge the Administration to give 
similar consideration to the 
requirements that: The government 
of Zaire reach a just solution to inter- 


nal ethnic divisions, “further 


economic assistance. be _ utilized 
toward a resolution of the pressing 
national development problems 
which that nation faces, and that, 
*Zaire develop its own defense 
capability. 


In addition, we urge the Ad- 
ministration to take steps toward the 
recognition of the People’s Republic 
of Angola and to promote talks be- 
tween. the government of Zaire 
toward achieving mutual respect for 
territorial integrity. We would hope 
that both nations could be assisted in 
efforts to address the causes of the 
recent invasion of the Shaba 
province; particularly through inter- 
national efforts directed at the 
rehabilitation of .refugees and 
displaced persons in both countries.

The continuous high unemploy- 
ment rate of Negroes, calls for more 
than Band Aid® treatment and, more 
than the casual interest heretofore 
shown by our elected legislative of- 
ficials. ; 

Not enough of us realize that the 
economic welfare of Blacks is 
inexorably tied to the problems of the 
inner city. Therefore, until sizeable 
progress is made in the rejuvenation 
of our inner cities, Black unemploy- 
ment as well as Black social prob- 
lems are going to be critical. 

As | see it, no appreciable pro- 
gress is going to be made on inner 
city problems until the full im- 
plications of politics related thereto 
is understood, 

Despite the varied views some of 
our people have on tax abatements 
in whatever form they take, unless a 
real program involving substantial in- 
ducements are made to business and 
industry, approaches to solutions to 
inner city problems are either going 
too slow or are nonexistant. ; 

-The inner city where most of our 
people live, has declined because 
business and industry have moved 
out either to the growing suburbs or 
to other states. The real reason for 
their moving was that attractive in- 
ducements were made to them. The 
inducements were and still are being 
made in various forms. Free land, low 
interest bonds, installation of roads 
and utilities, tax abatement, etc., are 
the inducement tools being used. 

All of these inducements are de- 
rived from politics of one kind or-an- 
other. Unfortunately, our elected 
legislators are: so poorly informed 
and knowledgeable, that they have 
little or no influenc& in these import- 
ant areas. 

Black voters therefore, are going 
to have to give more attention to the 
qualifications of the people they vote 
for. No other minority is so poorly re- 
presented in our legislative bodies as 
we are. As long as we show this kind 
of indifference on election day, just 

so long will the problems of the inner 
cities be the last to be considered. 

One hopeful sign is now emerging. 
The Congressional Black Caucus is 
beginning to show some interest. 
This is important for ‘many of. our 
Congressmen hold key positions on 
important Committees that pass on 
much of the legislation that affects 
the problems vital to the inner city. 

Among recent recommendations 
for political action, a Caucus position 
paper had the following to say about

Stripped to Its essentials, the tax revolt represents a 
shell game, in which middie class voters fall for meat- 
axe slashes in taxes that benefit the rich while saving 
a few pennies for themselves, if that, and reducing the 
public services that benefit the poor.

will go to busiriesses, large agricultural enterprises, 


and ricfi homeowners. Middle class owners
